sible now': M. Bcrthelot has no reply 
to such queries. He is the embodiment 
of the spirit which wrests from nature 
ever new powers and turns them loose 
upon mankind to fulfill their destiny. 
It is not for the mun of science to dis 
criminate, for hovr does he know what 
goes to make a new earth? He also 
must fulfill his destiny. 


Sometimes we read that the age of 


romance has passed, but ask the interna- 
tional congress of applied chemistry 
and you will probably hear that ii is 
only just beginning; that the moat fan- 
tastic dreams cf our most imaginative 
men are to what will be as humble prose 
is to highest poetry. Who can doubt it? 
Who can forbear sometimes from at- 
tempting a conception of the "new 
earth?" And how little way can he 
whose imagination is most compact ad- 
vance without a stagger and a fall? Is 
is no wonder that science lifts her head 
and surveys the future with pride. 


M. Berthelot promises a new man as 


well as a new earth. Given the second, 
the first is a necessity, for tho old Adam 
in a reconstituted Eden would soon fall 
from grace again, unaided by the ser- 
pent, in whom, by the way, ho no lon- 
ger believes. Once more imagination 
runs riot This new man—what is he to 
be? The new woman we know well 
Enough to make description superfluous. 
The real question is whether we are to 
argue from this feminine to the as yet 
undetermined masculine. Let us hope 
not, for otherwise the lookout is ex- 
tremely bad. It may be, however, that 
the new man of applied science will ex- 
emplify the mysterious law regulating 
forces which neither increase nor di- 
minish, but swing backward and for- 
ward like the pendulum of the tides. 
As the woman 
becomes more and 


more mannish—of course, without being 
manly—will the new man become more 
and more womanish? We should like 
M. Berthelot to consider that point in 
the light of science, which is now. ap- 
parently, our ouly guide. Mnch de- 
pends on the solution of the problem, 
and it is a very serious consideration 
that nothing in the past can help us to 
it. M. Berthelot is reported as saying 
that "the entire social organization is 
being transformed amid conditions for 
the comprehension of which the past 
offers no suggestive precedents or data." 


As Mr. Gilbert observes in a atate of 


embarrassment, "Here's a pretty how 
d'ye do!" 
We are at sea as to the new 


man, without rudder or compass, and if 
is a mere toss up whether he may not 
turn out to be simply an old woman. 
Our personal coiic.&rn, traly, is very 
small. The man of the present will last 
our time, aud, with all his faults, be if? 
good enough for us, especially as we 
know nothing better. But we are taught 
to identify ourselves with the race, and, 
doing so, the question as to man 500 
years hence is one not only of UUCIT- 
tainty, but of painful interest. We shall 
not be able to repudiate him, but, on 
the other hand, he may disclaim us, 
just as many people nowadays scorn- 
fully reject the theory of man's descent 
from the ape. The subject is thus seen 
to be one of a very disquieting nature, 
and the sooner the interuationivl con- 
gress of applied chemistry or othor 
learned body throws further light upon 
it the better. Surely science can give 
some inkling of what its own Adam is 
likely to be. We do not ask for particu- 
lars of his Eden, because we know that 
a railway will run through it, and that 
suffices, but curiosity as to tho recreated 
gardener are inevitable. "A good man 
and an angel," exclaimed the lata esti- 
mable Dr. Young, "these between. 
How thin the barrier!" We will hope 
for the angel, though science may not 
recogniza such 
a 
creature.—London

This is brought alxmt in two or three 
ways. The tuber may be affected, but 
the fungus is iu such an early stage of 
development that it has not yet produc- 
ed a sufficient discoloration to be noticed. 
The rot in sorh cases will be likely 
to develop aud make its presence known 
in due time. Again, there may be .spore.-. 
in contact with the surface of the potato, 
but which havo nor, yet sent, their ger- 
minal threads into its flesh. 


If the polr.nv'S are put in the cellar 


while yet nioLst or with moist lumps of 
f--jrti» adhering to them. Hie dampness 
will cause these spores to genuiuutr, 
and the potato will iu (Sue time show 
.signs of rot. In the third plans nn 
affected tuber may coinmnnieiite the! 
disease to a sound one with which it is 
iu contact. It is desirable therefore that 
they be stored in crates or in shallow 
bins,, so that they can be more snrely 
kept dry and more easily examined and 
any affected ones th;it may appear m; 
quickly taken ont. Moisture is the 
friend of tho rot, drync-ss its enemy. 
Last season (hero was little or no rot. 
There was not rain enough to carry 
what spores may have been produced 
into the ground deep enough to conie in 
contact with tho tubers. This season tho 
case is different.

Care of Seed Potatoes. 


Eve.ry potato-grower should have the 


seed potatoes for his nest crop saved 
while digging tho present one. In this 
way he can choose tubers from the hills 
that have strong, vigorous growth and 
can be depended on to transmit this ten- 
dency. Much depends on keeping the 
seed from premature, sprouting. Here is 
what Tho Amerijau Cultivator says on 
the subject: 


Oun of the bes6 preventives of this is 


to expose tho potatoes to light and air 
as mnch as possible. This may turn the 
skin green and spoil the potatoes for 
eating, but raakes them better for seed. 
Until really cold weather conies the 
potatoes need not be put in pits, bat 
they should be ;;tst. about the time that 
the ground freezes. They will keep 
mnch better in a pit than in collars 
which ore always kept at too high and 
ttu-ivr.n a temperature.. If the potatoes 
are exposed to sunlight until nearly 
green in tho fall and then buried in 
pits, they will be free from sprouts in 
April, when they should be again pot 
out a-jd exposed to sunlight before be- 
vr.g planted- Potatoes treated thnsmako 
much more vigorous growth and pro- 
duce an earlier crop than those manag- 
ed in the usual way. 


\VaATo Water In Irrigation. 


The portions of our cnnntry under ir- 


rigation arc having new experiences. 
As we know, when it rains a very Kami I 
portion of the water is used by vegeta- 
tion. The surplus goes into the earth to 
feed springs or pussfis at ouce to add to> 
tho volume of rivers. So in localities 
where irrigation is practiced the Jargur. 
portion of \vntcrusrd passes into-other 
channels. A remarkable result, but one 
to be naturally expected, is that the un- 
derlying water level is often elian^t-d.
